Report covering federdl, state 
and local tax collections for the 
past fiscal year, made by the 
tax department of the Callfbr- 
nla State Chamber of Com­ 
merce, was made public today 
by Harrison S. Robinson, presi­ 
dent.

This study reveals that the 
federal government last year 
collected $3,372,000,000 In Cali­
